A. The Carcafs reprefents the Fews, and the Ea- 
gles the Romans, inafmuch as the Eagle was the Ro- 
ma Enfign. Whence the Roman Armies are fre- 
quently exhibited by Hiftorians under the figurative 
expreflion of the Roman Eagles. And therefore 
our Saviour Prophetically tells his Difciples, that 
the Obftinare and Unbelieving ews fhou’d in all 


places become a Prey to the Deftroying Roman:,. 


whom Providence wou’d make ufe of to Scourge 
and Chaftife their Infidelity. And this Signal Pro- 
phefy was Punctually fulfill’d, At the beginning of 
the Jewith War 20000 Fews were Maffacred in Ca. 
farea at the Inftigation of F/orus, the Roman Go- 
vernor, And at Alexandria in Egypt, two Roman 
Legions entirely cut of 50000 of them in one day.

Prefter Jobn, and wether Defcended from Solomon 2 
A. Prefter is a Corruption of the word Presbyter, 
a Title formerly belonging to a Powerful Afiatick 
Prince, whofe Kingdom (then a very florifhing 
one) confifted of the Prefent Tenduc, a Province 
now belonging to the Great Chan, the moft Potent 
Monarch in the greater Tartary. who is call’d Ca- 
tainus tron Cataia Tangut, the Principal Province 
in his Dominions. This Title has been fince erro- 
neoufly attributed to that African Emperor. One 
of the occafions of this Miftake may have taken it’s 
Rife from a Title, which the Emperor of the Abyffii- 
nes affumes to himfelf ; namely, that of Succeffor 
to St. Peter and St. Paul, according to the Spirit. 
For this is his Spiritual Tirle, as the Son of Solomon 
is one of his Temporal Titles. But tho’ that Prince 
imagines, that he owes his Defcent to Solomcn by 
the Queen of Sheba (a Somhern Princefs with re- 
fpect to Fudea, and call’d by Fofepbus Nazaule, yer 
this Conceit is founded upon no Authority.Our Sa- 
viour's calling the Queen ofSieba the Queen of the 
South, may indeéd well comport with rhe Scituati- 
on of the Country of the Abyfines, for the moft 
Southern part of the Land of Canaan is 30 Degrees 
and 49 Minutes Diftant from the Equinoétial Line. 
Whereas, as the whole Country of Adyffina is with- 
inthe Trepicks, fo the moft Northern part of it is 
3 Dégrees Diftant fiom the Tropick of Cancer. 
Whence the moft Northern part of Abyffina is 1oDe- 
grees South of the meft Southern Part of Canaan. 
And the moft Southern of Abyffina, not only ex. 
‘tends to the other Side of the Equator, bur alfo ro 
the 14th Degree of Southern Latitude. So that 
there are 47 Degrees 2 Minates between the moft 
Northern part of Canaan ( which is Scitwated in 
the 33d Degree and 2d Minute of Northern Lati-

sude ) and the moft Southern part of Abyffina, And 
rho’ our Saviour fays, that the Queen of the Scuth

the Republick of Genoa. That Minifter bas not been 
at Turin, as it was reported,but we are told the Count 
de Taun has received Orders from Vienna to continue 
here till the return of that Prelate, and ’tis hoped all 
the Differences with the Court of Turin will be foon 
adjufted, feeing the Courts of Vienna and Barcelona 
content, that the Country of Vigevano with it’s De- 
pendencies, be difmembred from this Dutchy, and given 
to his Roya} Highnefs, Paris, Decem. 2. This Court 
begins to fhew their Refentment again{t the Pope, for his 
having acknowledged the Archduke for King of Spain, 
and ‘tis faid the Moft Chriftian King will take fuch Mea- 
fures in concert with his Grandfon, as will make his 
®Holinefs fenfible, that te has proceeded in thar Affair 
with too much Precipitation. Our Minifters feem fome. 
what difgufted with thole of Spain, upon account of 
the Trade to the Weft-Indies, from which they would 
fain exclude the French Nation; and they have had fe- 
veral Conferences With the Duke of Alba, Ambaffador 
of King Philip, on this occafton, wherein they have re- 
prefented the dangerous Confeqnences the Jeaft Miftruft 
and Diffidence between the Two Nations might occafi- 
on in this nice Juncture, where their cominon Intereft 
requires the greateft Union. Hague, Decem. 6. The 
Sieur Pettecum is hourly expetted from Paris, and then 
we fhall certainly know the Refolutions of France onthe 
Preliminaries of Peace. ‘Tis certain that the French 
flatter themfelves, that the Toubles in the North will 
prove a favourable Diverfion to their Intereft. But hi- 
therro we fee no great caufe to fear that the Peace of 
the Empire will be difturbed upon account ot the invaft.
